Keystone Governor Will Today 
Receive Demand for Im- 
mediate Inquiry.

Pittsburgh, Nov. 15 (A.P.).—The 
American Federation of Labor, through 
its officers and the heads of national 
and international unions affiliated with 
it, today voted unatiimously to lay be- 
fore President Coolidge the cause of 
130,000 striking miners in Central and 
Western Pennsylvania and Ohio and to 
demand of Gov. John 8. Fisher an tm- 
mediate investigation into charges of 
misuse of power by agencies of the 
State government against 85,000 mine 
workers in the two Pennsylvania dis- 
tricts. Forty-five thousand miners are 
on strike in Ohio. 

The action was taken by the labor 
leaders after two days of consideration 
of the mining situation af an emergency 
conference here, which also was at- 
tended by officials of the Pennsylvania 
State Federation of Labor and of vari- 
ous central trade councils of the State. 
The plan of action was contained in a 
report submitted by a special commit- 
tee headed by William L. Hutcheson. 
of the Carpenters Union, which con- 
demned the use of injunctions in labor 
disputes and the activities of coal and 
iron, police ‘other officers employed 
by the mining ‘companies, The report 
also called upon organized labor forces 
of Pennsylvania to renew their activi- 
ties im organizing the unorganized 
workers of the State into trade unions 
and appealed to all labor unions for 
“monies, food and clothing” to aid the 
striking miners. 

WilHam Green, president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, was named to 
head the two committees directed to 
call upon President Coolidge and Gov 
authorization of the conference, Mir. 
Green obtained an appointment for 
his committee with the Pennsylvania 
executive for tomorrow at Harrisburg. 

‘Members of the executive council ‘of 
the labor federation and John L. Léwis, 
president of the United Mine Workers, 
were directed “to confer with the Chief 
Executive of our Nation and such other 
officials of our National Government 
as the executive council may determine, 
to lay before them the facts of this 
situation in order that the intolerable 
and reprehensible conditions in Penn- 
sylvania may be speedily corrected.” 
The original text of the report was 
amended to include the Ohio situation 
when officials of the mine union of 
that State pointed out that while they 
were not confronted with coal and iron 
police situation, described as existing 
in Pennsylvania, injunctions had been 
issued against the striking miners there 
and that the need for material aid was 
as great as in Pennsylvania.

ABANDONED SHIP. SAVED 


Port Arthur, Tex., Nov. 15 (A.P.).— 
Snatched from the grasp of icy seas 
and gales sweeping their water-logged 
schooner in the north Atlantic, Capt. 
E. Long, master of the abandoned 
four-masted schoon:sr, Adelaide Day, 
ad six members of his crew reached 
Port Arthur today: on their rescue 
ship, the tanker Gulflight. 

For three days the seven men 
huddied on the afterhouse ’ of* thé 
schooner Adelaide Day. Theré was no 
other habitable place left aboard the 
schooner and scant protection was af- 
forded them on the last remaining spot 


fairly free from the waves that swept 


over the water-filled ship. A sail, 
fashioned into a crude shelter, offered 
them their only protection.

A small boat was lowered from the 
tanker and pulled over to the sclioo: +r, 
under the lee of the stern.

There 
they got their first dry clothing and 
hot food in three days. They had 
subsisted on canned beef. 

The Gulflight, a Gulf Refining Co.

November 8, 259 miles south of Beverly, 
Mass.» The Adelaide Day was carrying 
lumber from Georgetown, 8.

AND CAPITAL CITIZENS 


Crowther Denies Residents 
Are Overtaxed; Would 
Give Them Vote.

A “Buy-in-Washington” campaign to 
induce business men and residents of 
the District to patronize home indus- 
try was formally opened last night at 
a meeting of the Washington Chamber 
of Commerce in the Willard Hotel. The 
chamber members also heard Repre- 
sentative Frank Crowther, of New 
York, express unsympathetic views con- 
cerning “overtaxed Washingtonians.” 

The home industry campaign was 
voted approval following a report of 
Isaac Gans, chairman of the retail 
trade committee. Gans declared a sur- 
vey showed 237,000 persons were em- 
ployed in the city at a total salary of 
$30,000,000 annually, but that a large 
portion of this amount was spent out- 
Side the city. 

Gans Urges Cooperation. 

Gans declared banks should purchase 
stationery locally, schools should pur- 
chase supplies and student class pins 
from local merchants, and that simi- 
lar example should be followed by busi- 
ness men and firms The committee 
will solicit the aid of business firms 
in making the campaign a success.. 

Representative Crowther declared the 
residents of the District were “happily 
and comfortably situated” from a tax 
viewpoint and had everything in their 
favor. Residents, he said, are bothered 
with neither a State nor county tax; 
their tax rates are low in comparison 
with those of the States and their 
water rate is low. He declared the Dis- 
trict was entitled to a vote, rather than 
tax relief. 

Explains Tax Stand. 


Crowther cited the taxes levied and 
repealed on the’country since 1913 and 
déclared in favor of reducing the cor- 
poration income tax, the retention of 
the Federal estate tax and repeal of 
the “nuisance” and automobile taxes. 

Prior to Crowther’s addréss the 
chamber adopted a referendum from 
the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, submitted by Ivan C. Weld, 
which favored a total tax cut of $400,- 
000,000, and the reduction of the cor- 
poration income tax from 13% to 10 


per .cent, to be made applicable this 
year.

STATE GONTAOL URGED 
OVER FLYING: AGTIVITIES 


Gen. Mitchell Opposes Plan of 
Federal Regulation for 
Use of Air. 


TO APPEAL TO CONGRESS 


Recognition of States’ rights in the 
air will be personally urged upon Con- 
gress by Gen. William Mitchell, former 
assistant chief of the Army Air Service, 
he made known yesterday while testi- 
fying before Assistant Secretary. of Com-~- 
merce William P. MacCracken, jr., in 
charge of aeronautics. 

Gen. Mitchell was called to Washing- 

ton to testify for the defense of Stuart 
A. Reiss, whose flying license has been 
suspended for 90 days for alleged viola- 
tion of the Department of Commerce’s 
regulation against flying at an altitude 
of less than 500 feet. In a flight from 
the Hoover Commercial Air Field, in 
nearby Virginia, last month, Reiss in 
an effort to frighten a herd of ponies 
from the landing field, is charged with 
having swooped so low as to kill one of 
the ponies with his plane’s landing 
gear. In addition to losing his license, 
Reiss faces the possibility of a $500 
fine, . 
Gen. Mitchell declared that in his 
opinion the present penalties for viola- 
tion of the department’s regulations are 
too harsh, and that they might easily 
hinder the development of aviation by 
frightening young men who are taking 
up the profession of flying. 

“I don’t want to see any of the 
fiying personnel taken up and man- 
handled by any Government bureau,” 
Gen. Mitchell declared. He stated he 
is opposed to the administration of air 
regulations by the Federal Government, 
and that he believes it would be to the 
bést interésts of aviation to have the 
administration in the powers of the 
several States. 

Assistant Secretary MacCracken told 
Gen. Mitchell he could rest assured 
the Department of Commerce will do 
its best to be fafr and reasonable, and

GROSS DIRECTOR, DEAD 


Death Is Attributed to Heart 
Attack; Services to Be 
Held Tomorrow. 


WAS EDUCATOR OF NOTE 


Arthur W. Dunn, director of the 
American Junior Red Cross, died sud- 
denly at his residence, 1409 Thirty- 
first street northwest, at 2:30 o’clock 
yesterday morning. His death was at- 
tributéd to heart attack. 

His passing came as a shock to his 
coworkers at the Red Cross national 
headquarters. He was at his office 
Monday and after having dinner with 
friends, complained of feeling ill. 

As director of the Junior Red Cross, 
Mr. Dunn became internationally 


known. The organization, under his 
direction, was established in each of 
the 46 nations of the world. He as- 
sumed the directorship in 1920 and 
since then the society has developed a 
membership of 6,000,000 American boys 
and girls. 

Prior to his connection with the Red 
Cross, Mr. Dunn was well known as an 
educator and author. For two years 
he was a member of the faculty of the 
University of Cincinnati, and later he 
was director of civic education for In- 
dianapolis public schools, executive sec- 
retary of the Public Education Associa- 
tion of New York City and specialist 
in civic education for the United States 
Bureau of Education. He is the author 
of books on civics and government. 

He is survived by his wife, a soh, 
Allison B. Dunn, of San Francisco, 
and a daughter, Mrs. Henry J. Hunt, 
wife of Lieut. Hunt, U. S. A., now sta- 
tioned at Fort McKinley, Philippine 
Islands. Funeral arrangements were 
not completed last night, but the rites 
will be held tomorrow.

When, at 25 ninutes to the eleventh 
hour, after more than two full hours in 
the theater, the curtain descended on 
the first act of Flo Ziegfeld’s newest 
musical production, “Show Boat,” those 
who went to see the first presentation 
in the National Theater knew two 
things: They were getting their money’s 
worth ang Ziegfeld had another hit in 
the making. 


Story Closely Followed. 


In shaping a musical play out of 
Edna Ferber’s novel, Flo Ziegfeld fol- 
lowed sequences in the story as far as 
they might be placed on the stage; in 
some case, farther. So that the thread 
of the story never was lost. More, the 
recognized master of musical produc- 
tion clothed the story with such gor- 
geous settings and scenery that it be- 
came immediately, though in the rough, 
a workable tale—and one that held in- 
telest—what though it was never quite 
finished until way early this morning. 

Ziegfeld’s “Snow Boat” started on the 
levee at Natchez on the Mississippi— 
about 1890—and worked back through 
a series of shifting scenes to the same 
spot in this the year of Our Lord, 1927 
There were eight scenes in the first 
act, all intimately associated with the 
river cruisings of the old Cotton Blos- 
som-Cap’n Andy’s show boat that 
plied the father of rivers.

She en- 
gaged him in conversation, she related, 
and he warned her of the dangers of 
sleeping in the woods. She told him 
that she was on a hike. 

Mrs, Forbush said that she stayed in 
the woods until October 31, when she 
went out on the road and started to 
walk for Claremont. Her stockings and 
skirt had been badly torn by this time, 
and her shoes were almost worn out. 

A farmer who came along gave her 
a lift into the town, and, upon her 
arrival there she went to the general 
store. She bought an icepick, a hunt- 
ing knife and.an aluminum cup. She 
bought the pick, she explained, be- 
cause ice had formed the _ previous 
night over the little pool from which 
she had been gathering her water. Up 
to the previous night the weather had 
been fine and warm, she said. While 
in Claremont she bought a pair of 
heavy woolen hose, and donned them 
in the store where she purchased them. 

On this visit to civilization she ob- 
tained the first and only nourishing 
food since her disappearance. This was 
a malted milk shake. She had not felt 
at all hungry during her wanderings, 
but had drunk a great deal of water, 
she said. Physiclans who examined 
Mrs. Forbush last night said that the 
peculiar mental quirk which prompted 
her disappearance had deadened the 
nerves of hunger. 

Leaving the town she met a French 
farmer, Napoleon LaClair, who she had 
met while on her honeymoon. He 
recognized her and took her to his 
farm, but she soon left. LaClair later 
told Dr. Forbush that at the time he 
did not know of Mrs. Forbush’s disap- 
pearance, and had beleved her when 
she told him that she was on a hike. 


Driven to Hill by Flood. 


A short time after her return to her 
“nest,” the floods came, Mrs. Forbush 
said. Her place had until that. time 
been at the foot of a hill, but the pour- 
ing rain and the rivulets running down 
the hill made her vacate it. The floods 
and heavy rain drove her from differ- 
ent parts of the woods until she finally 
set up her camp on top of the hill, 
she said. 

Last Friday, when the frain had 
stopped and the floods had apparently 
subsided, Mrs. Porbush left the woods 
and went to a nearby farm. There she 
found a lean-to, in which she lived for 
two days, until Sunday, when she was 
found by a boy who was searching for 
his dog.

BRITISH NNTORS BEGIN 
NONSTOP HOP TO INDI 


Mcintosh and Hinkler Are 
Using Plane That Failed, 
in Atlantic Flight. — 


HOPE TO BREAK RECORD 


Upavon, England, Nov. 15 (AP.).— 
Speeding eastward over sea, mountain, 
desert and city, two British airmen, 
Capt. R. H. McIntosh and Bert Hinkler, 
test pilot, are attempting to achieve 
the first nonstop flight to India. 

Flying in the Princess Xenia, the 
same plane in which he made an un- 


successful effort to span the Atlantic 
to the United States early this fall. 
Capt. McIntosh hopes to establish a 
new nonstop long distance record, re- 
placing the one made by Clarence D. 
Chamberlin and Charles A. Levine, on 
their transatlantic flight to Germany 
The distance between England and 
Karachi, India, objective of the flight, 
is more than 4,000 miles, whereas the 
distance covered by Chamberlin and 
t}Levine has been computed at 3,905 
miles. : 

The two fliers took off shortly after 
1 o’clock this afternoon with 800 gal- 
tltons of gasoline in their tanks and 
plenty of provisions for their long air 
| journey. Weather conditions were ex- 
celleat when they hopped off in their 
Fokker plang, but weather charts 
showed that they were likely to en- 
counter rain, snow and mists over the 
continent. Beyond that fair weather 
was predicted. ” 

The flight represents the fourth time 
that an effort has been made to make 
the long trip from Europe to India in 
one hop. Two attempts were made by 
royal air force machines in recent 
months, but one came to grief in the 
Red Sea and the other on the Danube 
River. Levine ‘and Capt. Walter Hinch- 
cliffe started on an Indja flight this 
summer in the transatlantic monoplane 
Columbia, but got no further than 
Vienna. 

Capt. MclIntosh’s attempt to fly the 
t }Atlantic last September ended on the 
‘! beach at Ballybunnion, Ireland, where 
he landed after a storm had driven him 
back from sea. He had started a few 
hours previously from Dublin for 
America. 


$10,000,000 IN DEBT 
IN 1923, KRESGE SAYS 


Chain-Store Owner, Suing

New York, Nov. 15 (A.P.).—Sebastian 
S.. Kresge, chain-store owner, testified 
in court. today that through stock 
operations which turned out unfortu- 
nately for; him he was in debt to 
brokers for $10,000,000 in 1923. 

The testimony was given in Kresge’s 
suit for $685,000 against W. E. Hutton 
& Co., brokers, on the ground that in 
1924 this firm without his consent 
loaned that amount, represented by 
5,700 shares of stock in his chain-store 
enterprises, to the brokerage firm of 
J. M. & Co. shortly before the 
latter company failed. 

In 1923, Kresge said, he and his fam- 
ily owned 50 percent of his company's 
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stock. Asked if this situation still was 
true, he said “not guilty.” - 

Kresge has figured largely in the 
courts in the past few years, generally 
with his wife on the other side of the 
counsel table. She sued him on the

In addition, each 
bid had to include a list of all avail- 
able hotéls, the number of rooms and 
charges that would be made during 
the convention. 

The letter to the aspiring cities sent 
out from Mr. West's office explained that 
in the way of finances the convention 
city would only have to uhderwrite the 
— * expenses of the meeting, exclu- 
siv: the auditorium and entertain- 
ment. And it was explained that here- 
tofore conventions cost about $125,000. 

Over and above this approximate 
amount, or whatever the next conven- 
tion happens to cost, money is of no 
concern, it was emphasized. Even 
should a city offer $500,000, for example, 
only enough to pay the actual ex- 
penses will be accepted. 

With all bids now considered to have 
been received, they will be presented 
to the national committee when it 
meets here December 6. At that time 
the representatives of the various cit- 
ies will be permitted to present either 
written or oral petitions in support of

Radio Bridge 


Radio Bridge Game No. 3, broadcast 
from Station WRC last night, was an 
excellent demonstration of expert mod- 
ern bidding. 

With Mr. Whitehead was paired the 
recognized authority on the mathemati- 
cal features of Auction Bridge—Mr. E. 
V. Shepard, of New York, president of 
Shepard's “yy Studio. Mr. Work had 
for partner Mr. Frank H. Bachman, of 
Philadelphia, one of the Quaker City’s 
best players. 

These were the hands: Mr. White- 
head, dealer, South—Spades, “ % 10, 
9; Hearts 5; Diamonds K, Q, J, 7, 3; 
Clubs, K, J. 8. 

Mr. Work, West—Spades, 7, 6; Hearts, 
A, K, 7, 6, 3; Diamonds, 8, 5; Clubs, 7, 
6, 4, 2. 

Mr. Shepard, North—Spades, K, Q, 
4; Hearts, 10, 8, 4, 2; Diamonds, A, 9, 
2; Clubs, 9, 5, 3. 

. Bachman, East—Spades, 8, 5, 3, 
2; Hearts, Q, J, 9; Diamonds, 10, 6, 4; 
Clubs, A, Q; 10. 

Mr. Whitehead, the dealer, had a 
hand with many possibilities. He had 
No Trump strength, but his singleton 
Heart was a menace to that bid. Of 
his two other possible bids, Spades or 
Diamonds, he preferred the four-card 
Major to his five-card Minor, bidding 
one Spade with the intention of show- 
ing his Diamonds later should occasion 
demand. This was in line with the best 
modern practice which holds that an 
Ace-Jack-10 four-card suit is worth an 
original bid, if supported, as in this 
hand, With side strength greater than 
one quick trick. 

Mr, Whitehead also might have bid a 
Diamond originally, planning to bid No 
Trump if his partner bid a Heart, or td 
make an informatory double if the op- 
ponents bid the Hearts. This double 
would have given Mr. Shepard, Mr. 
Whitehead’s partner, a choice between 
Spades, Diamonds and Clubs. Mr. 
Whitehead, however, evidently decided 
that his Clubs were not strong enough 
for this scheme of bidding; therefore 
he named his Spade suit first. 


West Bids Two Hearts. 


Mr. Work, West, bid two Hearts. He 
had strength enough—two quick tricks 
in Hearts—for even an o bid. 

Mr. Shepard, North, said two Spades, 
an assist fully justified by his three 
cards of his partner’s suit headed by 
King-Queen, and his side Ace. 

Mr. Bachman went to three Hearts. 

Here is where Mr. Whitehead showed 
the high caliber of his game. His part- 
ner had raised Mr. Whitehead’s original 
Spade bid, thus showing at least nor- 
mal support and two probable tricks. 
Most players with that encouragement 
and with Mr. Whitehead’s strength 
would have continued the suit that 
seemed to fit the two hands, by bidding 
three Spades. 

‘But Mr. Whitehead appreciated that 
by shifting his suit to Diamonds he 
could show that he held only four 
Spades and had five strong Diamonds. 
As he would not shift had his Spade 
suit been a five-carder, such a shift 
would be most informative to his part- 
ner and would leave it up to the part- 

if his hand 


Whitehead took stock of his situation. 
He saw at once that he could go game 
if he could avoid losing more than one 
Club trick, as he had Spades and Dia- 
monds solid and could now trump 
Hearts, having lost only one trick in 
that suit. 

However, the Club situation was bad. 
His only hope was that the high Clubs 
lay at his right, so that he could play 
through them by leading from Dummy, 
finessing his Jack on the first lead. The 
outcome was not at all a matter of skil- 
ful play, but was a question of luck 
only in finding the missing Club honors 
favorably located. The bidding had 
given Mr. Whitehead no intimation of 
where the Clubs were. He could only 

ahead in the hope that chance 
would favor him, as there was no other 
way for him to win contract or game. 


Declarer Takes Out Trumps. 


Therefore he proceeded to take out 
the opponents’ trumps. He led the Kin 
of Diamonds, Mr. Work played the 8, 
Dummy the 2, and Mr. Bachman the 4. 

Mr. Whitehead continued with the 7 
of Diamonds, Mr. Wick played the 8, 
Dummy the Ace, and Mr. Bachman 
the 6, 

Dummy led the 9 of Diamonds, Mr. 
Bachman played the 10, and Declarer 
the Jack. Mr. Work discarded the 3 
of Hearts. 

Mr. Whitehead, having exhausted the 
opposing trumps, then proceeded to 
find out the Chub situation. To get 
to Dummy’s hand, he led his own Jack 
of Spades, overtaking in Dummy with 
the Queen. Mr. Work played the 6 of 
Spades and Mr. Bachman the 2. 

Dummy led the 9 of Clubs, Mr. 
Bachman played the 10, Mr. Whitehead 
finessed the Jack, and Mr. Work, much 
to Mr. Whitehead’s delight, played 
the 2. 

Mr. Whitehead led the 9 of Spades, 
again overtaking in Dummy with the 
King, Mr. Work dropping the 7 and 
Mr. Bachman the 3. 

Dummy led the 5 of Clubs, Mr. 
Bachman played the Ace, knowing that 
Mr. Whitehead held the King, and hop- 
ing that it would fall. Mr. Whitehead 
ever the 8 of Clubs, and Mr. Work 


* “Bachman led the Jack of Hearts; 
Mr. Whitehead trumped with the 
Queen of Diamonds; Mr. Work followed 
suit with the 7 of Hearts, and Dummy 
played the 8. 

Mr. Whitehead then led the King 
of Clubs; Mr. Work played the 6;

Declarer then claimed the last two 
tricks with his good Ace and 10 of 
Spades, which the opponents conceded, 
giving Mr. Whitehead five tricks, game 
at Diamonds, with a score of 35 for 
tricks and 40 for four honors divided.

Pields said farmers enjoyed easy credit 
facilities when the collateral was good 
and that the farmer would be. much 
better off if he had nothing to 
mortgage. 

“Agriculture is in better shape to- 
day than. since 1920.” Assistamt Secre- 
tary Dunlap told the delegates. “The 
purchasing power of farm products is 
approaching the prewar level, if am 
reliably informed.” 

The resolutions committee reaffirm- 
ed the stand of the Congress in favor 
of cooperative marketing and pledged 
the organization to a continuation of 
its studies in crop selection and di- 
versification. 

A general statement on the question 
of taxation was approved pledging sup- 
port to “efforts to bring about an 
equalization in the distribution of the 
burden of taxation with due considera- 
tion for the earning. power of the 
source of revenue.” 


Grange Hears Export Plan. 


Cleveland, Nov. 15 (A.P.).—Declar- 
ing that “too — has been said 
about farm relief and too little about 
equality in agriculture,” Harry A 
Caton, Coshocton, master of the Ohio 
State Grange, today presented a pro- 
gram favoring the export debenture 
plan before 4,Q00 Ohio farmers at the 
State Grange meeting here. 

“To secure equality for agriculture,” 
Caton declared, “we must combine be- 
hind a program that will provide for 
economic and orderly production, elimi- 
nation of waste and utilization of farm 
crops in new ways, cooperation, taxa- 
tion relief, and legislation including 
the export debenture plan.” 


Jardine Policies Assailed. 


Des Moines, Iowa, Nov. 15 (AP.).— 
Another battle_in the fight for farm 
equality opened here today with the 
Farmers Educational and Cooperative 
Union of America demanding corrective 
legislation at its annual convention. 

Milo Reno; president of the Iowa 
Parmers Union,, declared that the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill should be passed by 
Congress in order that the farmers 
might take a step in solving their own 
problem. 

Resentment over the policies of Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Jardine Was ex- 
pressed by Mr. Reno. As agriculture’s 
representative in the Cabinet he de- 
clared the Secretary should devote his 
energies to carrying out the farmers’ 
wishes rather than dictating their 
policies, 

The corn belt committee, which has 
sponsored the McNary-Haugen bill in 
two sessions of Congress, today rededi- 
cated itself to the measure and just be- 
fore adjourning in the early morning 
hours condemned Senator Borah (Re- 
publican), Idaho, asa “pretended friend 
of the farmer,” who has become “a 
carping critic” instead of an ald to the 
farm cause.

Government with respect to flood control, navi- 
gation and conservation on the Mississippi and 

_ its tributaries under one Federal jurisdiction, 

, Bd creates a commission of five members to 
be appointed by the President to prepare and 
Stecute a plan of control. It provides, further, 

. for the expenditure of $1,000,000,000, to be 

\ faised by the issuance of bonds. The com- 

mission is to consigt of two army and two 

civilian engineers and one ‘“‘individual of ex- 
perienced executive ability.” 

In the meantime, Gen. Jadwin has divulged 
tentative details of the Government plan pre- 
' pared by Army engineers acting upon direct 
’ atithority of the President with the aid of com- 
pétent civilian consultants. Senator Hawes’ 
“Missouri Plan’ has certain commendable fea- 
tur , some of which possibly will be included 
in the final program. The appointment of a 
commission, for instance, undoubtedly will be 
found the’ best way to carry through such a 
comprehensive project as flood control, just as 
» it was found the best way to manage Panama 
Canal construction.

Agitation for inde- 
pendence comes from two elemenfs—the first, 
politicians who see the possibility of advancing 
themselves; the secohd, those who have been 
misled by the demagogues of the first group, 
What the Philippines needs is another strong 
man like Gen. Wood, who can surround himself 
with an able cabinet uncontrolled by Filipino 
politics. In this way only can the islands have 
an honest, efficient and progressive govern- 
ment, 


BIRTHPLACE OF STORMS. 


Since last June, Prof. William H. Hobbs has 
been observing the weather. from a base 
established at Kangerdlugouak Fjord, Green- 
land. Trial ballons have been sent aloft, and 
temperature, wind velocities, and directions 
have been carefully observed, as a result of 
which Prof. Hobbs has returned to the’ United 
States with the theory that Greenland is the 
birthplace of most of the fierce storms that 
rake Atlantic shipping lanes. 

Greenland is a vast’ table land, he says, 
covered with tce and snow, uponywwhich storms 
gather and sweep ‘out. to sea... Apparently 
these storms are over Greenland a day or two 
in advance of the time they are reported oh 
the ocean. If this can be substantiated, much 
can be accomplished toward saving life and 
property by broadcasting storm warnings from 
the island. To complete all-year-round ob- 
servations, Prof. Hobbs has left a party of 
six assistants at the observatory. 

If science is able to discover the brewing 
pot in which North Atlantic storms originate 
the value of the discovery can not be over- 
estimated. Not only would weather forecasts 
and storm warnings be of invaluable aid to 
shipping, but also with the development of 
transatlantic air lines just around the corner 
some effective means of obtaining such in- 
formation must be developed. Present 
weather forecasts and storm warnings are 
admittedly inadequate for this purpose. 
Further announcements from Prof. Hobb’s 
weather observatory will be awaited with in- 
terest. Possibly Greenland is destined to play 
a part in world affairs of even greater im- 
portance than Greenwich. 


NEWSPAPER ROW. 


For more than half a century the block of 
old buildings on the east side of Fourteenth 
street, between Pennsylvania avenue and F 
street, was known as “Newspaper Row.” At 
one time or another nearly every newspaper 
of the country which maintained a ‘“‘Washing- 
ton bureau,” or “Our Special Correspondent,” 
was represented in that block. Even after the 
“New Ebbitt’” had been formed out’ of a num- 
ber of decrepit old structures, to which was 
added a mansard roof, the lower portion of 
the building still housed a few newspaper 
writers. 

. Next to the Ebbitt, on the south, was a five 
story building,.once known as the Occidental 
Hotel, which became a hive for the Cor- 
respondents as their numbers increased. Be- 
low the Occidental, then owned by the late 
Henry Willard, ‘were some structural relics 
of the antebellum days, and on the corner of 
Pennbylvania avenue was the Baltimore & 
Ohio telegraph office. 

In these old buildings were housed Gen. H. 
V. Boynton, E. G, Dunnell, O. O. Stealey, Mose 
and Fred Handy, William E. Curtis, George 
Alfred Townsend, Perry 8S. Heath and hun- 
dreds. of others whose names were known from 
the‘Pacific to Cape Cod, 

Some twenty years ago the Occidental was 
torn down, having been vacated by the news 
paper occupants. A new hotel was erected, 
but as a hotel it was not a success, and the 
owner leased it to the Government as the home 
of the Department of Commerce and Labor, It 
is now the good roads office of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The passing of the old 
building led to the first of a series of stories

colleges take up scientific farming as their 
life work, the range-varying from 8 per cent 
in Florida to 50 per cent in Kansas, teaching 
is the profession to which 24 per cent of the 
student body devote themselves after leaving 
the land-grant colleges. 

“Considering the results,”’ says the —24 of 
Dr. Shinn, “we. find that more than three- 
fourths of these graduates engage in occupa- 
tions for which their technical training in agri- 
culture and related sciences definitely prepared 
them. These data show that the criticism 
sometimes made against land-grant colleges 
that their graduates do not return to the farm 
is without foundation. 

It would appear from the report of the sur- 
vey that there has been a steady falling off in 
the enrollment in these colleges.) In 1917 the 
number was 14,348 and the following year, due 
no doubt to the number of young men who en- 
tered the Army or the Navy during the war, 
the enrollment fell to 10,888, and in 1919 to 
10,345. The following year the number of 
students reached 15,370, which was the peak 
for the decade. Since that year the diminution 
has been steady, reaching down to 11,715 in 
1925. The figures for 1926 are not given, al- 
though nearly twelve months have elapsed 
since the rosters were made up for that year. 
Yet while enrollments have steadily diminished 
the students who attend the colleges appear 
to be better ‘stickers’? than were those of 
past years, for while in 1919 there were gradu- 
ated 1,845 men and 77 women, the classes 
graduated in 1925 consisted of 2,604 men and 
74 women. 

The decrease in enrollment is ascribed, to the 
depression in agriculture, which has been 
marked for several years past. But the report 
concludes: ‘If conditions on the farm are fa- 
vorable, farmers will be prosperous and opti- 
mistic, and a larger number will find it possible 
to send their Sons to agricultural colleges.’’

NEW YORK’S TRUCK EXPERIMENT. 
New York, with a more difficult traffic prob- 


lem than any other in the world, realizes that. 


something to relieve conditions will have to 
be done before long. Several traffic commit- 


tees have tackled the problem, and the two 
most significant suggestions forthcoming thus 
far are, one to “‘borrow the night” for all truck 
deliveries, and another that the city be laid 
off into delivery zones, each with terminal 
facilities, so that instead of a large number of 
partly loaded trucks being engaged in deliver- 
ing the city’s goods, a fewer number of fully 
loaded trucks would ply over regular routes to 
the terminal warehouses. From the warehouses 
individual merchants could pick up their goods 
at any time. 

New York’s traffic problem interests other 
cities because New York is dealing with the 
mythical saturation point of automobile traffic. 
Other cities have traffic problems, but no- 
where else are they as serious as in New York. 
Consequently New York is looked upon as the 
testing ground of new ideas. Whatever proves 
effective there is sooner or later adopted in 
other cities. 

Trucks complicate fhe traffic problem in 
Washington, although passenger gehicles con- 
tribute most to the congestion. If trucks could 
be taken from ths streets conditions, of course, 
would in.prove. But, on the other hand, de- 
livery costs would rise. Only in New York, 


where the great congestion adds to the cost, 


of delivery, can such a shift be made to 
economic advantage. The experiment will be 
watched with interest, for it is not beyond the 
realm of possibility that the local traffic con- 
gestion will make it cheaper to establish a new 
delivery system than to cling to the present 
methods. 


WISCONSIN DOES WELL. 


The courts of Wisconsin have again set an 
example which might well be followed 
throughout the country, Just a week ago Alvin 
Greenwaldt, a liquor runner, hired Arthur 
Betzold, with a prison record behind him, to 
strangle the former’s wife. There was a little 
matter of $24,000 in, life insurance to be col- 
lected, providing everything worked out all 
right, and Betzold was to receive $500 for 
helping -his friend to defraud the insurance 
companies. But there was a flaw in the pro- 
gram, and after much grilling both men con- 
fessed. 

In the meantime Circuit Court Judge C. M. 
Davidson had ‘called a special session of his 
court to be held in Waukesha to try the mur- 
derers. No trial was necessary, however, and 
within 24 hours after the crime was admitted 
the perpetrators were sentenced to imprison- 
ment for the remainder of their lives.

What is the peroxide bleach? L. 8. 

Answer: I do not believe in recom- 
mending the use of hydrogen peroxide, 
which is a chemical compound, or any 
other bleach on the hair. The natural 
color seems to be to be far more be- 
coming than any artificial coloring. 
no matter how skillfully applied. Per- 
oxide is especially inadvisable because 
it dries .he hair and causes it to 
break off. If you are a natural blonde, 
a camomile-tea rinse after your sham- 
poo will bring out the highlights in 
your hair and will have/no ill effects. 
The rinse is made by steeping the tea 
(as, for drinking tea), and the propor- 
tions are a handful of tea to two quarts 
of boiling water.

MORE ADVICE ON CURING COLDS. 


MANY are the proposals for the 
M prevention of colds. Recently 

we quoted Dr. Cheney as being 
of the opinion that eating too much 
acid ash food and too little alkali ash 
food is the principal cause. He advo- 
cated a continued diet of vegetables, 
fruits, potato and bean breads, and 
sour milk. To cure a cold he advocates 
the proper use of alkalis. 

E. R. H. writes that he is a chemist 
in the Federal service. For years he has 
succeeded in avoiding colds. He writes: 
“I have found that the bicarbonate 
treatment does the work of preventing 
colds. I also use about one teaspoonful 
of bicarbonate of soda in a pint of 
warm water as a nasal irritant in the 
morning.” 

He agrees with Dr. Chaney that im- 
proper diet is the principal cause, but 
that among other causes are: “Lowered 
bodily temperature, especially of the 
head, while asleep”; “damp, cold weath- 
er has a like effect.” 


Dr. McNeill, who writes in the Brit- 
ish Medical Journal, does not agree 
with the proposal to wash the nose 
with bicarbonate solution, or with any 
other chemical solution. He thinks wa- 


ter in the nostrils does more harm 
than good. His’ method is as follows: 
In washing the face in the morn- 

cover the nose and the entrance 
to the nostrils with a very thick, heavy 
lather, No effort is made to snuff this 
lather into the nostrils, but some of 
it will get into a zone in which the 
epithelium is arranged like the skin. 
Next, the lather is washed away with 
hot water. The water should be ap- 
plied especially to the nose and en- 
trance of the nostrils without being 
snuffed up. The ceremonial is con- 
cluded with blowing the nose. The 
soap and the hot water will have ex- 
cited the secretion of considerable wa- 
tery muscus. When this is blown out 
it cleanses the membrane of dirt and 


erms. 

. For the treatment of a cold that has 
once begun he advises rest, light diet, 
and occasional doses of aspirin, 


In “Personal.Health,” Dr. E. R. Hay- 
hurst gives the following advice to per- 
sons just starting to “take cold.” 

“Rub the body vigorously, especially 
the place which seems cold or shivery. 
when there is a burning or dry sensa- 
tion in the nose breathe through the 
mouth and exhale slowly through the 
nose for fifteen minutes or so at a time. 
These steps alone will stop most colds. 

“Inhale smelling salts, a whiff of am- 
monia, or of menthol. Breathe fumes 
from a strong onion, or garlic, or horse-

LOOAL soccer game of nationa) 

significance will be played next 

Sunday when Clen MacLennan 
and Walford eleveng meet in the Na- 
tional Amateur Cup tile eliminations. 
These are the only teams entered jn the 
national competition and soccer fans 
undoubtedly will flock to the Monu- 
ment Grounds where the game will be 
played. 

Clan MacLennan will strive to avenge 
a defeat suffered in the local cup tie 
game two weeks ago, when Walford 
walloped it, 3 to 1, The Scotechmen 
were off their game on that day and 
expect to make a better showing Sun- 
day when they get their second crack 
at the local champions. 

The winner of the match will play 
the second round in New Jersey, as 
there are no Baltimore teams entered 
in the amateur games. William Oram 
has been appointed commissioner of 
this district and has named the follew- 
ing officials to handle the Gunday 
match: Edward Kruse, referee; George 
Youngblood and R. 8, Tennyson, line- 
men. 


Every day the value of the Wash- 
ington and Southeastern District 
Soccer Association is being empha- 
sized. Players are being held to their 
contracts and clubs are not per- 
mitted to act unfairly with players 
under the association rule, Within 
a few days, several Clubs, who up 
to the present time were not aware 
that they were violating the rules, 
will feel the hand of the governing 
body. 


The violations were committed at 
the expense of the recently organized 
Recreation League. Several teams, who 
were not aware that the elementary 
schools are turning out soccer players 
by the thousands each year, suddenly 
awoke to the fact last Saturday when 
the Recreation League opened. Imme-

When President Louis Bulicek, of the 
Recreation League, was informed that 
the older clubs were tampering with 
players in his league, he declared that 
the matter would be submitted to the 
association tomorrow night and that 
under no circumstances would he tol- 
erate any of the Recreation loop play- 
ers moving to the other leagues this 
season. 

Bulicek said that next year the sen- 
ior leagues will be welcome to any of 
this year’s Recreation players, as the 
league then will be formed, as at pres- 
ent, from former elementary school 
and junior high players. He stated 
that he wili be pleased if many of his 
youngsters get trials in the senior loops 
in 1928, as that is the object of the 
junior organization, but there is a 
rule in the Recreation League which 
forbids a player transferring to a senior 
loop in his first year as a member. 


Bernard McCarty, secretary of the
